WHAT ONE FOOL HAS

a ship for wheat, said at. the banquet 

ES held in his honor at the Alexandra 
hall last Thursday night, at the con- 
clusion of the Agricultural Short 
Course. He aid it was his motto. 
But, after hearing his address, no one 
{n the hall could ever again think of 
the speaker as being in the category 
he placed himself. 

Owing to limited accommodation, 
only about eighty people gat down to 
the luncheon, many being unable to 
gain admission, but many more came 
afterward to listen to the address. 

\ J. R. Weston, of the Settlement 
Board, and sponsor of the Short 
Course, was in the chair. Others pres- 
ent were G. W. Smith, M.P.P., Deputy 
Mayor &. G. Johns, EB. S. Hogg, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, and’repre- 
sentatives of other organizations. 
Deputy Mayor Johns welcomed Major 
wy Strange to Red Deer in a brief speech, 
bs and the chairman and the local mem- 
ber also spoke briefly before the guest 

of honor was called on. 
On rising, Major Strange was given 
a hearty round.of applause but it was 
nothing to what he got many times 
during the address and at its conclu- 
sion. He is a most versatile speaker. 
His address was lucid and serious and 
humorous in turns, and he is a most 
- 8 convincing thinker and talker. Al- 
though {t was about his fortieth ban- 
quet since winning the world’s pre- 
mier honors as a wheat grower, his 
address never became stereotyped or 

boring. 

In the first part of his address, he 
dealt mainly with the advisability of 
Betting registered seed. He stated 
that the credit of his own win was 
due'to the Alberta Seed Growers’ As- 
sociation, of which he is president. 
He had only been farming about four 
years, and if he had relied solely on 
his own efforts he would have got no- 
where. He gave a very humorous, 
and at the same time,. instructive 
resume of the work to be gone through 
and the government red tape and offi- 
clals to circumvent before a. person 
could have his seed registered. In 
the first place, a farmer wishing to 
develop a registered seed wheat must 
go into the field when the grain was 
ripe and pluck perhaps one hundred 
ears throughout the field that were 
outstanding ears for strength of straw, 
earliness of maturity, yield and free 
dom from disease. The following 
spring these hundred ears were each 
seeded under field conditions but in 
separate rows. They had to compete 
against each other and also against 
ordinary seed. That fall the farmer 
again had to go over the crop from 
the hundred ears and pick out the 
plants that were again outstanding— 
the ones that showed promise of hav- 
ing hereditary good points passed on 
to them. The following spring and 
fall the same procedure was gone 
5 through and finally, in the fifth year, 
¢ if one was lucky and very fortunate, 
he might have one or two plants that 
had all the desired features strongly 
in evidence. Then he could start on 
the government trying to get per- 
mission to call his seed registered. uA 
bandit in the guise of an inspector 
came out and looked over one’s 
records trying to trap one into a mis- 
statement, or to find a flaw in tha 
method of selection of the plants in 
any year. If he had any excuse, he 
threw out all the work and one had to 
start all over again. Finally, if seed 
‘was registered, nobody this side of the 
line would buy it. 

‘The seed handled by the Alberta 
Registered Seed Growers’ Association 
and by the University of Alberta was 
all registered seed, and it cost only 
$1.00 per bushel more than ordinary 
seed wheat. He had been offered a 
premium of 15c. per bushel by a Cali- 
fornia company for No. 1 Northera 
wheat 90 per cent pure and he had 
been unable to find a carload of such 
wheat to send them. People thought 
(Alberta grew splendid wheat, but as 
a matter of fact there were few car- 
loads of grain in the Province even 
60 percent. pure and of one grade. 
There was no excuse for such a state 
of affairs. If every farmer could be 
brought to plant each year in register. 
ed seed a small plot of land that 
would harvest sufficient grain to re- 
seed all his land the following year, 
the grade of wheat in the Province 
would go away up and the returns 
would far more than compensate 
every farmer for his annual outlay. 

“Few people,” said Major Strange, 
“think of the science of farming or 
agriculture as a profession. AS a 
matter of fact, it is the oldest profes- 
sion in the world. Plato ended one of 
his essays with the advice to the far. 
mers to ‘Plough well, plough yet 
again, and sow good seed.’ ” 

The Major at this point in his ad- 
dress evidently thought it time to 
laugh again, and he read out extracts 
from some of the letters he had re- 
ceived since he had won the prize at 
Chicago. He stated that he had to 
date replied to over twe thousand let- 
ters, and he was sorry no! many of 
them were requests for seed wheat. 
Several of the letters were proposais 
of marriage from ladies who had seen 
his photo in the papers, but his wife 
had answered them. A manufacturing 
firm offered him one of their fanning 
mills with four screens for 324.00 f.o 
b. Big Valley, assuring him that he 
would again win if he used it. The 
laugh was increased when he stated 
that the seed cleaning machine he at 
present has cost $2,000.00 and had 
enough ‘screens to fill an ordinary 
room. A Saskatchewan Seed Grow- 
ers' Association wrote asking an im 
mediate summary of all his operations 
feading up to the win and asked him 
what part of Saskatchewan he had 
got his seed from. A kind neighbor 
offered to supply him with any quan. 
tity of seed wheat just as good as hia 
own if his supply ran short. 

He remarked that he was much more 
proud over winning the world’s cham. 
pionship in peas. His pride had bean 
great on getting a letter from a man 
in Chicago asking for prices on these 
peas and saying that he had seen them 
at the exhibition and considered thein 
wonderful.

letter to the effect that he had only 
wanted a peck for his pigeons. 

The speaker gave his reasons for 
the present state of the farming indus- 
try here. Farming is a world-wide 
industry, and the farmers here are of 
necessity brought into competition 
with the peons of South America and 
the natives of India and other places 
where the standard of living was much 
lower. There were two ways of im- 
proving the situation. ‘One was to 
better the grade of grain so that 
these other places could not compete 
with us. They could not grow wheat 
of the same grade as can be grown 
here if proper care is taken. The 
other and more difficult way to 
cheapen the cost of production. He 
mentioned Mr. BE. 8. Hallman, of Sib- 
bald, who last year cropped 700 acres 
of wheat with the assistance of one 
school boy. Mr. Hallman had stated 
that if wheat went to 50c he could 
still make a profit on growing it. He 
never used less than twelve horses, 
and“he had so simplified all his oper- 
ations that he had time besides his 
grain growing to herd 250 head of 
horses and to milk six cows morning 
and night. He only worked five days 
a week. Compared to him, said Major 
Strange, I Am a mere babe in arms. 

After painting a gloomy picture of 
the impossibility of the people here 
competing on equal terms with those 
of lower standards of living, ‘the 
Major next sounded a note of optim- 
ism. He predicted a large market 
in the Orient, to which Alberta would 
have cheap and easy access. Rice, 
which for years has been the staple 
food of the Orient, was becoming as 
expensive as wheat, and the supply 
did not meet the demand. It was only 
a question of years until wheat and 
beef would be in demand, and once 
established would be required in vast 

uantities. To the south the United 
States could not now feed herself and 
her population was increasing very 
rapidly. In ten years Canada would 
becalled upon tosend vast quantities 
of grain and meat across the border, 
and at that time the tariff walls erect- 
ed by the States poilticiams would dis- 
appear overnight.

—Good Seed a Splendid Investment, 
Says Professor Cutler—Tractor vs. 
Horse.

number leaving the grain growing in- 
dustry to get into livestock. He was 
of the opinion that at the present 
time there were too many farmers 
with more stock than they had or 
could procure feed for. He discussed 
the various varieties of wheat, men- 
tioning Marquis, Red Bobs, Kitchener, 
Red: and White Fife, Ruby and other 
less well-known strains. He empha- 
sized that no one wheat was the best 
for all places as such factors as soil, 
drought, climate, season and the de- 
mands of possible markets must be 
taken into consideration. Marquis 
was probably the most popular in Al- 
berta. Banner, Victory and Leader 
Oats were good. The best Barley was 
without doubt O.A.C. 21. He regretted 
that more attention was not given to 
barley, as it was our crop that was 
the best for a ffinishing fodder for 
pigs, corresponding to the corn crop 
in other places. 

Whatever crop you want to raise, 
said Professor Cutler, you will be well 
paid to get the best obtainable seed. 
Farmers~ should deal with the Pro- 
vincial ‘Seed Growers’ Association or 
the University and get registered 
seed, which was better and at the 
same time cheaper than that supplied 
through seed houses. Alberta could 
grow the best grain in the world and 
there was no excuse if we did not do 
80. 

Profesor Smith 

Professor McGregor Smith dealt 
with the question of power farming. 
He spoke of the recent rapid develop- 
ment of tractors and other power for 
the farmers and the great number of 
such machines now in use. He con- 
trasted the limits of a tractor with 
those of horses. For endurance, the 
tractor was away ahead, although for 
reliability it had to take a back seat. 
If a farmer had no mechanical ability, 
he had better leave tractors alone. 
On the other hand, if a man could do 
ordinary repair and overhauling work 
himself, he strongly advocated the use 
of tractors. There were three factors 
in power farming—the manufacturer, 
the distributor and the purchaser. 
Manufacturers were becoming more 
and more reliable and it was an easy 
matter when picking a tractor to get 
one made by a reliable firm. Distrib- 
utors were often to blame for troubles 
because they misrepresented the cap- 
acity of the machines they wanted to 
sell. The purchaser was, of course, 
the most important factor. He should 
decide what he wanted and insist on 
having it. Points to be considered, 
without too much stress being laid on 
anyone were the design, lubrication, 
convenience, standing of the company, 
the cost, and the experience of others 
who had used it,

SECOND FIRE TRAGEDY 
AT DELBURNE 


Edna Read Burned to Death 


Delburne was the scene of another 
sad happening on Tuesday night Jast, 
when Edna Read, the 7-year-old daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. W. H. Read, sol- 
dier settlers, was burned to death, and 
their house and contents destoyed. 

The family had retired as usual on 
‘iuesday night, leaving only a small 
fire in the stove and heater. Mrs. 
Read and children were sleeping down- 
stairs, and she awakened to find the 
room full of smoke, She heard dishes 
falling and could see flames coming 
from or near the cupboard in the 
room. She at once took the children 
outside and then went.upstairs and 
aroused Mr. Read. They. went outside, 
but Mr. Read went back into’ the 
house to call help on the telephone. 

A little later they found that their 
little girl, Edna, was missing. It is 
supposed that, dazed with sleep or the 
smoke, she followed her father into 
the house and was burnt. It was im- 
possible to again go in the house, and 
the charred body was not recovered 
until the next day. é 

The funeral was held on Thursday 
afternoon from Delburne. Rev. Mr. 
Clay took the service, ‘which was at- 
tended by many in the district wishing 
to show their sympathy for the bereav- 
ed parents. 

The cause of the fire is unknown, al- 
though it might have been from mice 
gnawing matches in the cupboard.

OYSTER’S FUNNY WAYS 


The oyster is fn a class by itself 
and has many odd little ways which 
are hard to understand, and scien- 
tists are puzzled to account for them. 

Strangest of its weird habits is the 
oyster’s change of sex. Ma young 
oyster were to go in search of its 
mother a month or two after its birth 
{t would probably find that the good 
lady was ‘by that time a happy father! 

The oyster is male and female by 
turns. First we find her laying eggs 
and sending a brood of some _thous- 
ands fnto the waters; then a little 
later “she” has become a male. Later 
still the same oyster will turn back 
again into a female. 

In May, or a little later in some 
years, those oysters that are female 
for the time begin to lay eggs. They 
do not deposit them upon the sea bot- 
tom, but keep them for some time 
within their gills, where they receive 
a constant stream of water pumped 
in and out by thefr mother’s breath- 
ing apparatus. 

From the eggs emerge tiny creatur- 
es smaller than the head of the finest 
pin. They rise to the surface of the 
water in clouds and swim about. They 
have no shells to incommode' them, 
and they intend to enjoy lifg before 
they are forced to settle down on ston- 
es and remain there immovable for 
the rest of their lives. 

The young “spats,” as they are call- 
ed, are regarded by many kinds of fish 
as tender morsels, and when they 
make their appearance enemies 
descend upon them from all sides, tak- 
ing a fearful toll of their numbers, 

However, there are so many of 
them that no great harm is done dur- 
ing the few days that they are free to 
swim. At the end of that time the 
spats sink to the bottom, where ‘they 
begin to grow shells. They attach 
themselves to rocks and stones, and 
become respectable oysters instead 
acer gadabouts pretending to be 
sh. 


Naturally the spats are carried far 
at times by winds and tides. Those 
who look after oyster beds must see 
to it that they do not stray too far 
afield. Special beds of slates and flat 
stones are often set in the tideway to 
catch them, and sometimes if they 
have drifted a long way it is necessary 
to dredge them up again and take 
them back to their proper beds. 

The oysters we eat are usually from 
four to six weeks old. If they are 
allowed to stay longer than this on 
the beds they may become very big, 
but they are so coarse that they have 
little value. 

The Romans regarded the English 
oyster as a delicacy beyond compare, 
and they established regular fisheries 
at the mouths of the great rivers, 
whence huge quantities were brought 
up to the cities to grace their tables. 

If the coming of the months with 
an “R” in them makes the oyster a 
topic of the gay with those who es- 
teem them for their flavor, it is rather 
during the R-less months that they 
are of interest to the scientist. 


TURKEY DEPORTS 
MOSLEM HEAD 


The National Assembly at Angora, 
on ‘March 3rd, passed’ a bill calling for 
the deposition of the Caliph and the 
abolition of the Caliphate. All the 
members of the Caliph’s harem are 
expected to sail for Alexandria on 
March 15th, in consequence of the 
abolition of the Calfphate. Prince 
Orchan, grandson of the late Sultan 
Abdut Hamid, and a student at Rob- 
erts College, is on ‘the list of those to 
be expelled. The sponsoring by the 
Turkish Government of the bills call- 
ing for the abolition of the Caliphate 
and the suppression of religious in- 
struction in Turkey, has been the 
cause of much speculation on the part 
of British officials regarding what will 
be the effect of these drastic measures 
in India and other Mohammedan coun- 
tries. The British have been unalter- 
ably opposed to doing away with the 
Caliphate, because the spiritual juris- 
diction of the Caliph extended, nom- 
inally, at least, over Great Britain's 
seventy million Moslem subjects in 
India.

G,N. WELSH ACQUITTED) 


Atthe spring sittings of the Supreme 
Court of Alberta for the trial of crim- 
imal cases at Stettler on Monday be- 
fore Mr. Justice Ives, Geo. N. Welsh, 
of Evarts, was placed on trial for the 
theft of a black mare, which was 
found in his possession by the police. 

The evidence of the Crown given by 
Messrs. Chapman, Craig, and Abe 
O'Neil, and by Detective Holmes, Con- 
stable English, and Constable McCaul, 
A.P.P., was to the effect that this mare 
had been running at large in the 
Evarts district for two or three years 
and that she had two colts with her. 
O'Neil had bought the two colts from 
Welsh, who claimed the ownership of 
the mare for $25. The brand DV was 
on the maro, and Welsh was not the 
registered owner of that brand. The 
Crown also endeavored to prove that 
Welsh had had other animals not his 
own in his possession, Mr. Craig get- 
ting two of his returned, and that he 
had used a lazy H brand: his own 
brand was a circle R. The Crown 
wished to produce a brand certificate 
copy that the D Vbrand did not be- 
long to Welsh, but the Judge ruled 
that the owner must be produced to 
give that evidence. Welsh’s statement, 
though the defence put no witnes- 
ses in the box, was that he had 
had a mare just like the one taken by 
the police and that he took this mare 
to be his own: his witnesses were pre- 
pared to swear that they had consid- 
ered her Welsh’s mare, which he had 
left behind when he went north three 
years ugo. The Judge considered that 
the Crowr had not proved the owner- 
ship of the animal, and acquitted the 
accused of the charge without putting 
him on his defence.

Mr. H. C. Macdonald, K.C., for the 
Stockmen's Association, and Mr. W. 
E. Payne, K.C., for the accused.

When Mrs. ‘Pamely wrote and asked 
me to talk on the same subject that I 
did last year to our Union, I hardly 
knew what more I could say about it, § 
but, as she told me, it was more on. ‘f 
the small fruits the information was 
wanted. Now, as I read a great deal. .& 
about Horticulture, I could have writ- 
ten a fine address about what you 
want, but the point is this. I must just 
tell you about what I have done so far 
and still doing ‘with success. I know 
you can have books just for the ask ; 
ing on garden hints for amateurs, and ; 
am quite aware that some of you here , 
in this assembly may be able to give 
Me some very good points on this; 
same subject also. However, I conet{d- 
er it an honor coming from you, ask- 
ing me to be here with you tonight. 
So I will be very plain and practical 
in what I have to say, and will be as 
brief as 1 possibly can. Then you 
may ask any question, which T will be 
pleased to answer. Now what we want 
{is good results from our work, with 
as little expense as possible. Kindly 
allow me to read you an extract of a 
letter from the Wm. Rennie’s Co., 
seeds men, and hope this will give you 
confilence in ‘what I have to say in 
regard to this question: 

Toronto, Feb. 11th, 1924.

‘Dear Madam: 

‘We are in receipt of your letter of 
the 6th inst., also the copy of your 
address, and our Mr. Rennie, who 
read same carefully, criticised it as 
being a very practical and a_ very 
sensible article. This we consider 
very complimentary coming from Mr. 
Rennie, and praticularly as he did not 
offer any change of ideas. You are 
surely to be commended for the inter- 
est you have taken in gardening, and 
also for your willingness in imparting 
your knowledge to others.”

Now the problem of laying out the 
fruit garden may be difficult. This 
should be done carefully, so that the 
rows should be straight, as it is much 
more attractive and satisfactory when 
this work is done. 

When planting strawberries it is 
well not to forget to look twelve 
months ahead, although some growers 
pull up or dig in the plants every year 
after fruiting. Most gardeners, how- 
ever, take two crops of fruit before 


early already on the ‘bushes, then once 
more after it blooms. Then you can 
watch for green worms, but as a rule 
if this is done it ‘will be sufficient to 
kill them. Now I find that all kinds of 
currants, gooseberries, strawberries, 
raspberries, loganberries, ‘blackber- 
ries, dewberries do real well right 
here. I was told not so very long ago, 
by a nursery agent, that Red Deer and 
its district were the most backward 
place he had ever met with inthe line 
of small fruits and vegetables. I my- 
self believe it a duty to show others 
a good example as to what extent we 
can grow fruit and vegetables in a 
cold country. You will pardon me for 
using the expression that we are too 
indulgent; we do not try to make an 
effort to help others who may be less 
fortunate than we are swith this 
world’s goods. Friends, let us :put more 
courage in this work. Let us push 
ahead this industry, so that this soci- 
ety may well deserve its name. As, 
for instance, it is. not very hard to 
grow all I have seen at Lacombe Ex- 
perimental Farm. 


SPRING CULTIVATION 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

The prime requirements of a good 
seed bed are moderate fineness, firm- 
ness and a good supply of moisture, 
and of.these, only two can be govern- 
ed by spring farming operations. 
Spring cultivation may be put in two 
divisions, the first being that given 
fallow ground and the second that 
given fall or spring ploughed ground 
which had produced a crop the preced- 
ing year. 

In most districts throughout the 
West, the fallow will be firm but the 
surface will be very fine and compara- 
tively dry and the object in cultivating 
such land previous to sowing will be 
two-fold—first,, to destroy any winter 
annual weeds which are present and, 
also, to kill any young weeds just 
starting, and, second, to get rid of “he 
fine dry particles ‘of soil*on the sur- 
face of the fallow. The serious dam- 
age from drifting which occurs in 
some years may be materially lessen- 
ed if moist, granular soil is left on the 
surface in place of the fine, dry soil 
naturally present. 

The most effective implement in 
killing the weeds and producing the 
desired condition of the soil is the 
duck-foot cultvator, fitted with narrow 
teeth. The disc harrow, while effect- 
ive in killing weeds, has a tendency to 
make the soil too fine and, for that 
reason, is not a desirable implement 
to use in preparing,a seed bed on fal- 
low land. It may, however, be used 
satisfactorily in preparing ground 
which has grown intertilled crops the 
previous year and is more effective 
than the culitvator in killing weeds on 
such ground as it will penetrate the 
stubble and destroy the weeds without 
uprooting the stubble and making dril- 
ling difficult, which the cultivator 
tends to do. 

The preparation of fall and spring 
ploughed land presents a different con- 
dition from the fallow and must be 
handled differently. While the fallow 
is fine, the ploughing will, in most 
soils, be rather rough and lumpy and, 
as a moderate degree of fineness is 
desirable in a seed bed, the disc har- 
row would ‘be the logical implement to 
use in the preparation of such a soil. 
The stubble of the preceding crop, 
also, makes this soil much less liable 
to drifting damage and, on that ac- 
count, it is not as necessary to have 
the soil so granular in texture. 

The amount of cultivation which 


the runners in another well prepared 
position for the following year’s crop, 
and so on. A constant succession of 
| good quality strawberries can only be 
obtained by preparing a fresh stock of 
young plants ever year. This may be 
done in the following way: Plant in 
September in rows 18 inches apart, 
@ach piant 9 inches from its ,nelgh- 
bour. They will fruit next season. 
Plants are increased by the runners, 
which must be layered or earthed 
down by pegs, and not later than 
early October may be transplanted to 
a fresh location. Fine flavoured 
strawberries can be produced in 
abundance in even limited space. 
They should not be gathered until 
fully ripe, and if this is done ‘in the 
early morning with a trace of dew on 
them their luscfousness {s much eg 
thanced. The strawberry delights in 
potash, and the best form is that of 
wood ashes, which should be_plenti- 
fully applied after every fruiting 
season and dug carefully into the 
roots. 

Now, before going further on, I 
would like to say this much. [I con- 
sider good advice always comes very 
useful. Quite a number of years back, 
11, I believe, our dear departed friend 
Professor H. ‘H. Gaetz, and T were one 
day talking about how to improve wild 
flowers by cultivating them to better 
advantage, since T had tried and suc- 
ceeded so exceptionally well with 
wild fruits myself, but I had taken 
good care to have the soil well pre- 
pared, that is, plowed very deep and 
heavily manured with green or rotten 
manure and thoroughly well worked in 
the soll. This will be good for at 
least five crops of fruit, with a good 
fence to keep chickens out of it. I 
have black and red and white cur- 
rants and to get large fruits from 
them I put wood ashes on top of the 
ground around the bushes; 2 gallons 
to each bush; 6 inches away from the 
bushes, all around, and spread 6 
inches more or less, repeating this 
every four or five weeks until fruit is

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THE TURNING IN THE LANE 


The breaking in the war boom in 
trade inflicted probably a  severer 
blow on the agricultural industry 
than on any other, and the effects of 
the blow have been felt longer in 
that industry than in others. On 
Western Canada the effect of the de- 
pression has been great. It stopped 
the flow of immigration, and created 
@ current of emigration to the States 
which our scanty resources of popu- 
lation could ill spare. It is, therefore, 
encouraging to note the distinct signs 
of revival, signs which may lead to 
the conclusion that the turning in the 
lane has ‘been reached. Immigration 
on a large scale is beginning again, 
and now that the governments and the 
steamship companies are setting to 
work to promote that immigration in 
earnest, the disturbed and impover- 
ished conditions of Europe and the un- 
employment in Great Britain will tend 
to bring large numbers of new set- 
tlers to the West. It is surprising 
that there should appear to be little 
inclination on the part of the authori- 
ties to make any distinction between 
the people of European nations which 
were allied or neutral in the late 
war, and those which were hostile. 
The time has not yet nearly come 
when Germans or even Austrians can 
be regarded as desirable citizens for 
Canada. 

In the United States also conditions 
seem to be favourable to us. The far- 
mers there are much worse off than 
those here. Their land is dearer in 
price and probably on the whole in- 
ferior in quality to ours. Their tax- 
ation is heavier. Their burdens of 
debt are greater. High tariffs have 
failed to bring them prosperity. So 
bad is their condition that one of the 
main issues of the coming presiden- 
tial election will be that of help for 
the farmers, even to the extent of di- 
rect cash payments. We are far 
from that position here. In other trad- 
es also the boom in the States seems 
to be ending. That means that we 
shall probably have an influx of far- 
mer settlers from the States, and per- 
haps too the return of many of those 
who left Canada for the States in the 
recent hard times. 

All these newcomers will mean an 
increased demand for land, stock and 
implements and other necessaries of 
life, as well as a lowering in the 
crushingly high rate of wages for 
harvest help, which the farmers have 
had to pay in the last few years. It 
will mean increased production in 
Canada. Tariff or no tariff, the States 
must buy our wheat. Great Britain 
will continue to do so. Prices may 
mot be high, but they will be enough 
for a fair profit, if our farmers con- 
tinue to develop their newly organized 
policy of co-operation and marketing. 
If they fail in that policy, the West 
may prosper, but their share in that 
prosperity will be much less than it 
should be. 

Let our farmers therefore hold on 
now at all costs. The vital points on 
which the prosperity of all of us de- 
pends ave, first, increased settlement 
and production, and, second, improved 
methods of marketing by the farmers. 
There is ground for hoping that

RAILWAY POSSIBILITIES IN 
RED DEER 


The advantages of the Vancouver 
route for grain shipping have lately 
been brought strongly to notice. There 
has been a sensible combination of 
all public men to promote this, and the 
likelihood is that before long the 
facilities for shipping grain to Van- 
couver will be much increased and 
largely taken advantage of. 

If that happens the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways will have a great ad- 
vantage over the Canadian Pacific in 
respect of grades through the moun- 
tains, an advantage which if con- 
tinued would mean heavy loss of 
trafic or much increased operating 
expenses for the latter railway. It is 
not the practice of the efficient 
Canadian Pacific to allow itself to be 
beaten by any rival enterprise. The 
company may be expected to take 
measures to deal with the situation. 
One of those measures may be a new 
freight route through the mountains, 
and the most likely route would be 
through the Yellowhead Pass now 
used by the Canadian National. That 
might in turn easily mean the revival 
of the old idea of making the Alberta 
Central Railway to Rocky Mountain 
House a part of such new route, which 
would greatly increase the importance 
of Red Deer. As the centre of a fine 
farming district, situated on a main 
route to the Coast, this city would be 
in perhaps an even better position 
than the cities along the present C. 
P. R. main line, and once its commer- 
cial situation was assured, its natural 
advantages would have a chance of 
receiving due recognition. 

This is perhaps a far-off develop- 
ment, but it is sufficiently possible to 
give us an added interest in the Van- 
couver grain route.

AMERICAN BUSINESS INVASIONS 


It is a fairly simple economic fact 
that if any of us does business with 
some one in the States or any other 
foreign country, we send him our 
goods or the money which represents 
them, and he in exchange sends us his. 
If the goods which he sends us are 
such as could be produced just as well 
in Canada, it follows that some Cana- 
dian business man loses through our 
trade with the foreigner, or that some 
one who might be living and prosper- 
ing in Canada has to go elsewhere for 
an occupation. That is one aspect put 
in very crude simple terms of the 
question of foreign as against home 
trade. 

There are some minor businesses 
which appear to be largely in the 
hands of United States business men 
which might quite well be in the 
hands of Canadians. Two instances of 
such are the educational correspond- 
ence courses and the patent medicine 
trade. It would probably surprise 
most people to know how much money 
is sent to the States from Canada, and 
indeed from this little district of our 
own, to pay for correspondence cours- 
es and patent medicines. It {s pos- 
sible to argue that neither of these 
are really healthy trades, that the 
correspondence courses are of very 
doubtful utility and the patent medi- 
cines useless, if not actually harmful 
rubbish. In that event it seems desir- 
able that their entry into Canada 
should be stopped by law. However, 
it is a somewhat drastic assumption 
that these things are of no value, es- 
pecially in the case of the correspond- 
ence courses, If they are useful, is 
there any reason why this trade 
should ‘be so largely in the hands of 
Amcricans? There are correspondence 
schools in Canada, but they do not 
seem to be able to compete success- 
fully with the American ones. Per- 
haps this is due to the wide circula- 
tion of American magazines amongst 
us, and the constant attention directed 
to American advertisements. Perhaps

Yet if Mr. Y. arrives from 
Heaven-knows-where, with no known 
qualification of either ability or char- 
acter, and puts a proposal before us, 
the reception is apt to be quite differ- 
ent. ‘Ha,” we say, “this is a live 
man. Welcome to our city, Sir. Let 
us make you manager of some of our 
local industries. Become one of our 
aldermen.” The stranger gracfously 
accepts our tribute, ruins the industry, 
makes a mess of the public business, 
about which he knows nothing and 
cares less, and finally departs trailing 
clouds of glory in the shape of vale- 
dictory salutations, but omitting to 
pay his local debts. 

How many of our own citizens who 
knew and smiled at the fraudulent 
absurdity of some of our subdivisions 
in real estate days, yet hopefully put 
their money into equally valueless 
lots in Edmonton, Calgary or Van- 
couver? How many who saw the ut- 
ter folly of the oil boom here, have 
nevertheless invested witha simple 
faith on of] companies in the States? 
Ah, those far away flelds, how green 
they seem. 

Suppose Dr. Price, the faith healer, 
had been a ‘Red Deer man, who had 
suddenly announced his ability to 
heal all manner of sickness, would 
our people have flocked to his services 
in reverently admiring crowds or 
would they have denounced him as a 
fraudulent humbug, making a fat liv- 
ing out of the credulous gullibility of 
poor sick folk? 

It is worth while thinking over this 
apparently untversal trait of human 
nature. It seems to indicate a rather 
unflattering pettiness on our part that 
We Should suspect or envy our own 
people aud trust and admire the 
stranger. It is a weakness apt to cost 
us dear. It would be well for us to 
pause sometimes before we condemn 
a local man or a local plan, and ask 
ourselves what would have been our 
attitude if he had been some mys- 
terious newcomer or his plan some 
far-away project illumined by the 
magic haze of distance. If we do 80, 
we may not only treat our local 
prophets with more of kindness, but 
we may also save ourselves disap- 
pointment and loss.

NEWSPAPERS AND 
LEGAL TRIALS 


There has been a_ considerable 
amount of discussion in recent years 
as to the desirability or otherwise of 
the newspapers publishing reports of 
trials in the law courts, civil or 
criminal. The discussion has‘ been 
provoked partly by the objectionable 
character of the evidence given in cer- 
tain types of cases, chiefly matrimon- 
jal actions and criminal trials, and 
partly by the sensational prominence 
given to all sorts of sordid cases) by 
certain newspapers of the baser sort. 
Amongst the English speaking peoples 
the American papers are the worst 
offenders in this respect, though 
some of our own and of the British 
papers in recent years havg unfortu- 
nately shown a tendency to follow the 
American practice. 

Nothing excuses the indefensible 
vulgarity of the get-up of many of 
these reports with their huge head- 
lines and their emphasis on the 
worst features of the cases, a vulgar- 
ity which is made the more repulsive 
by the hypocrisy which often accom- 
panies it, and {is Indicated by the use 
of such phrases as “shocking revela- 
tions,” “disgraceful disclosures,” and 
so on. The pretence of condemnation 
is used as an excuse for the satisfac- 
tion of a merely morbid curiosity on 
the part of the public. 

Apart from these obvious offences 
against good taste, there is a real 
question at issue_/here. On the one 
hand, it is not desirable that public 
attention should be diredted to oc- 
currences which are sordid and ugly 
in themselves, which can have no in- 
fluence for good and may have con- 
siderable influence for evil. On the 
other hand, it fs not desirable that 
offenders against the law should es- 
cape the disgrace of publicity and the

TWELVE MORE MEM 
BERS FOR WEST 


Ottawa, March 26.—Of the some- 
what varied program before the house 
yesterday redistribution was the most 
{mportant, if not the most interesting 
item. The proposed act, consequent 
upon the census, is the foundational 
basis of parliamentary representation. 
In the house today two hundred and 
thirty-five members bask in the sun- 
shine of electorate approval, or at 
least they did in 1921. In the next 
parliament the number will ‘be in- 
creased to two hundred and forty-five 
and thus the extra room at either end 
of the commons chamber will need to 
be utilized. While the east does not 
lose its representation so extensively 
as some had forecast, it loses a few, 
while, applied to its increased popula- 
tion, the electoral unit gives the west 
twelve more members. 


All Head and No Tail 


A redistribution bill as presented in 
the house is all head and no tail. Out- 
Side of its name and a preamble there 
is nothing to it. A committee of the 
house will /fill it in, delimit the con- 
stituencies and suggest generally how 
it all should work out. Last year the 
same performance was started, and 
got well under way, but the commit- 
tee was big and unwieldy and political 
differences arose, and/finally in the heat 
of July they decided to quit till the 
weather was cooler. The act must 
pass this year, or at least should pass, 
and while the spade work last ses- 
sion will be helpful, there are still 
snags to surmount and controversies 
to settle. Their general tenor was In- 
dicated in last night’s discussion. 

The prime minister moving the 
.adoption of the principle—technically 
known as the second reading—made 
a lengthy utterance, travelling on 
high ground, and avoiding any par- 
tisan suggestion. It was an historical 
review of of redistribution acts of the 
j past and the general principles laid 
down in the successive evolutions of 
parliament. He emphasized the de- 

| sire for a fair distribution of seats and 
\laid down the general principle that 
county boundaries shall be followed 
and respected. Evidently the old 
time idea of gerrymander has gone 
out. of business completely. 


Where Difficulty Lies 


The difficulty last year—and poten- 
tially this year, arises over the basis 
of representation. Ontario Conserva- 
tives, or more particularly those who 
spoke, favor the representation by 
population plan. This would give 
Toronto about fifteen seats. All the 
cities would have more and what 
they would gain would be the loss of 
the rural parts. For a variety of 
reasons, sufficing in the past and ap- 
parently appealing still to the present 
government, there has always ‘been a 
smaller rural than urban unit. 

H. C. Hocken, of Toronto, last night 
invoked the shadés of the reformer, 
Ceorge Brown, in demanding the “rep 
by pop” principle. The question will 
ve fought out in the committee, ‘but 
the trend of the discussion indicates 
no likelihood that custom will be 
varied or that the unit of representa- 
tion applied to the cities will be the 
BuMe as that whch obtained in the, 
!eountry. The rural members are not' 
; Inclined to see their bailiwicks van- 
ish and with them their voice in par- 


lament.: . As the government takes 
the ‘same view there: is small’ chance 
of the principle héretofore in vogue, 
being vitally altered.

‘Of course, he didn’t mean just that 
literally; what he did mean was that 
those who do own a motor car actu- 
ally get more out of life than those 
who are without one. 

The automobile has long since pass- 
ed the luxury stage. It is now a 
necessity for recreation as well as for 
‘busingss. 

Not twelve years ago automobiles 
were banned in certain provinces of 
Canada. Laws were made prohibiting 
them from traversing thoroughfares. 
Today they are admittedly a boon to 
mankind, 

Children who live ten miles from a 
school hoffse are now certain to re- 
ceive a thorough education. Those 
who live a great distance from a 
church may be transported to relig- 
on services comfortably and speed- 

y. 

A stormy night has lost all its old- 
time terror to those who wish to at- 
tend the theatre, a social, or other 
function. 

The small-town folks need no longer 
rely on the “never on time” spur rail- 
way lines. The Doctor is ‘transported 
to the side of his sick patient ten 
times_as fast as he was twenty years 
ago. What has brought about all these 
changes? Automobles, of course. 

Roger W. Babson, noted Statistician 
and Bconomist, said, “The city no 
longer has a wall around it. The coun- 
try is no more a secluded out-of-the- 
way place. Railroads made the first 
break, but the railroads opened only 
narrow strips along thefr lines radi- 
ating from the city. In most cases rail- 
roads fololyed the valleys and _ low- 
lands, which are not the best building 
locations. Between these lines are 
miles of land much more desirable for 
building, but which have been  inac- 
cessible to the commuter because men 
have had no means of getting to the 
train. It is in these areas between the 
railroad lines within a radius of ‘fifteen 
or twenty miles of the cities which the 
motor car and good roads have opened 
up and a most spectacular develop- 
mentin new building has taken place. 
The motion picture has put the local 
town-hall on a par with a city theatre. 
Blectric lights keep Main Street brii- 
liant as the principal thoroughfares of 
large cities. Radio has put the entire 
world in as close communication as 
your next door neighbor. ‘Other de- 
velopments to come in the next gener- 
ation will make our auto, radio and 
electric lights antiquated relics, but 
in the next generation there will be 
autos, and in the next and next—the 
automobile is here to stay. Of course, 
the automobile of the future will far 
out-distance those modern ones of 
this day and age. 

In Canada alone there are today 
250,000 Ford cars. One in every four 
families is the proud possessor of a 
Ford. This fact alone proves the pos- 
sibility and the practicability of the 
automobile. Because the automobile 
is manufactured thousands are fur- 
nished employment who are not direct- 
ly connected with the mammoth motor 
car factory of the world. On a rubber 
plantation in far-off Java natives are 
daily laboring to supply the raw pro- 
duct, which men are employed to haul 
to seaports or ships on which a score 
of men are employed to bring it to a 
Canadian port where more men unload 
it and reload it on trains to transport 
it to great tire factories where thous- 
ands are employed. This  tire- 
making alone furnishes employment 
for thousands. 

Up in the great north woods scores 
of jumberjacks are felling huge trees 


which are shipped to lumber mills 
where the lumber is finished. 
Then the lumber goes to the fac- 


tories where automobile bodies 
made. 

It can readily be seen that’ the 
automobile industry furnishes lucra- 
tive employment for thousands who 
do not realize that they actually owe 
their positions to the automobile. 


BY-LAW NO, 29 


A By-law of the Municipal District of 
Pine Lake, No. 339, to provide ways 
and means for the extermination of 
Gophers. 

The Council of the Municipal Dis- 
trict of Pine Lake, No. 339, under and 
by virtue of the authority vested in 
them by the Municipal Districts Act, 
enacts as follows: 

1. Every owner or occupant of land 
situate wholly or partially within the 
said Municipal District shall on or be- 
fore the 20th day of Aprl, 1924, place 
on his land and on the road allowance 
to the south and west of his land the 
Gopher Poison provided by the said 
Municipal District, and take such 
other steps towards the extermination 
of Gophers as the said Council shall 
direct. 

2. On or after the said 20th day of 
April, 1924, if such owner or occupant 
has not taken such proper steps as 
hereinbefore set forth, it shall ‘be law- 
ful for any person or persons author- 
ized by the Council of the Municipal 
District of Pine Lake, No. 339, to en- 
ter upon any land situate either wholly 
or partially within the said Municipal 
Distrct and such persons may take 
such steps and do such acts as may be 
deemed necessary by the said Council

to exterminate the Gophers on the 
said land. 
8. The amount expended on_ the 


work performed by the said Council 
in taking such steps to exterminate 
the Gophers as aforesaid may be re- 
covered from the owner or occupant

Value of Tourist Traffic 
According to an estimate made by 
the Dominion Parks Board, tourist 
traffic to the mountain resorts of Al- 
berta last year had a total value of 
$20,000,000 to the province. 


Railway Mileage in Province 

No increase in railway mileage in 
Alberta was recorded during 1923, ac- 
cording to the annual report of. the 
‘Minister of Railways, Hon. V. W. 
Smith, given to the Legislature this 
week. The total is now 4,778 miles. 
The growth of mileage since the for- 
mation of the province has been as 
follows: 


1905 .. . 1060 miles 
1915 . 4423 miles 
1922-1923 4778 miles 


During the year, one provincial gov- 
ernment railway, the Lacombe and 
Northwestern, was operated with a 
surplus, which amounted to $1,267.18, 
compared with a deficit on that road 
of $8,959.25 in the previous year. On 
the A. and G. W. line, the deficit for 
1923 was $16,009.47 compared ‘with 
$69,138.73 in 1922. 


A New Hospital District 

The first municipal hospital district 
to be organized for the new year- is 
that of Innisfail, an order for the or- 
ganization of which was issued last 
week. It is expected that at least five 
new hospital districts will be organiz- 
ed this year. 


Alberta Man Honoured 

For the second time a prominent 
Alertba man has been honoured with 
the degree of knighthood from the 
Danish Government. The latest is 
Dan. Morkeberg, of Markerville, who 
has been decorated with the order of 
the Dannebrag, a Danish knighthood. 
Mr. Morkeberg has been a resident of 
Alberta for some years and was at one 
time a member of the Legislature. The 
first man to receive the distinction 
from the Danish Government was C. 
Marker, Provincial DairyCommission- 
er, and former Danish Consul in Al- 
berta. 


New Branch Lines 

‘New branch railway lines in Alberta 
are provided for in the National Rail- 
ways Bill presented to the House of 
Commons at Ottawa. These include 
185 miles of new construction in the 
province, as follows: 

From St. Paul southeasterly to 
township 57, range 6, west of fourth 
meridian; 21 miles. Estimated cost, 
$525,000. 

From Hanna to Warden, 75 miles. 
Estimated cost, $1,445,000. 

From Loverna westerly to township 
32 or 38, range 9, west of fourth 
meridian; 50 miles. Estimated cost, 
$1,192,000. 

‘From Rosedale southerly to Bull 
Pound Creek in township 25, range 14, 
west of fourth meridian; 39 miles. 
Estimated cost to the Canadian Na- 
tional (one half of total) $915,000. 


Big Addition to Flour Mills 
Contract has been awarded for the 
construction of an addition to the 
mills of the Lake of the Woods Mill- 
ing Co. at Medicine Hat, to cost 
$100,000. 


Big Shipments of Grain 

The Lethbridge division of the C. 
P.R. reports total shipments of grain 
to date of 35,000,000 bushels, of which 
33,000,000 bushels were wheat. One 
point in the division has shipped two 
million bushels, and five other points 
have shipped over one million bushels. 


More Settlers for Irrigated Lands 

Another party of settlers from Hol- 
land have sailed from the old land 
and will locate on farms in the Leth- 
bridge Northern Irrigation District. 


Total Immigration 
In the five months from October to 
February inclusive a total of 1668 
immigrants have settled in the prov- 
ince, according to statistics given out 
from Ottawa.
